The  present  Annual  Report  to  our  respected  felbw- 
citizens  on  behalf  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education 
of  morally-neglected  Children,  will  be  the  more  con¬ 
cise,  as  the  organization,  regulations  and  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Institution,  as  well  as  the  objects  which  it 
has  in  view,  have  been  very  fully  detailed  in  former 
reports ;  and  in  relation  to  neither  of  these  subjects, 
has  any  important  change  lately  been  made. 

In  the  department  for  boys,  the  number  of  inmates 
under  care  during  the  past  year  amounts  to  sixty.  Of 
whose  treatment,  instruction  and  employments,  the  an¬ 
nexed  table  A.  exhibits  a  view,  and  in  the  table  mark¬ 
ed  R  will  be  found  a  statement  of  their  conduct  and 
improvement. 

The  health  of  the  boys  was  in  general  excellent ; 
one  only,  who,  in  consequence  of  a  deep  seated  chro¬ 
nic  disease,  had  been  long  in  the  hospital,  has  died. 

The  slight  afiections  occurring  among  the  rest  were 
quickly  removed  by  the  careful  treatment  of  Dr.  Hart¬ 
man,  of  the  Humane  Institution,  while  Dr.  Kollark,  by 
affoiding  the  requisite  medicine  free  of  charge,  exhi¬ 
bited  h'ls  good-will  to  the  Institution.  The  superin- 
tendant,  Dr.  Hossbach,  attended  as  heretofore  to  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  catechumens,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  pressure  of  his  increased  occupations.
